CARNATIONS. 


THE CARNATION still maintains its popularity, and despite the many failures of numerous seedlings 
.introduced in recent years, the interest in new varieties remains as lively as ever. 
Scott and McGowan have become common, and the live florist is on the lookout for something better, 
something that will give freshness and variety to his trade. A good new carnation is always in demand, 
and this fact leads the grower of seedlings into the comparatively thankless task of producing and introducing 
new varieties. 

If one in five of the new varieties which he introduces in best of faith, proves generally a profitable 
commercial sort, he may consider his work well done, and if he is fortunate enough to be forgiven for sending 
out the four (that through no fault of his do not succeed) he may consider himself lucky. 

Looking back a few years, revives impressions of carnation, flanked with certificates, medals and the 
plaudits of fellow growers, which faded into obscurity almost as soon as they passed out of the originators 
hands. Probably this may be the fate of some of the new sorts of our own origination, which we offer here- 
with, possibly all of them, but having grown them side by side with most of the recent introductions, and as 
they have generally proved more prolific bloomers and are selling at the highest prices on the New York 
market, we venture to offer them. 

In describing these varieties, we have purposely avoided superlative claims, such as largest, grand= 
est, most wonderfully prolific and continuous bloomers, etc., believing that much of the dissatisfaction 
existing among buyers of new varieties has arisen from this fault of overpraising and raising expectations 
and ideals which could not be fulfilled

Mrs. Geo. M. Bradt. Color clear white, heavily edged 
and striped with bright scarlet, giving it a very 
bright and cheerful appearance.
